He noted the 
danger that amendments from the floor might complicate the problem, and 
re coiTimended that attempts be made to get the legislation on the Consent 
Calendar or that a "closed rule" be obtained. He indicated either course 
would have his support.

He said such legislation would probably 
come before Senator McClellan's Subcommittee on State, Justice, Commerce 
and Judiciary of the Senate Appropriations Committee, in which case he 
thought we could expect a sympathetic hearing.
